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It  has  been  said  that  Blaise  Pascal  was  the  last  man  in  the  world  who  new  everything. 
Not  that  the  scope  of  the  human  mind  has  shrunk  since  the  seventeenth  century,  but 
that  the  range  of  collective  human  knowledge  has  so  broadened  that  no  contemporary 
human  mind  can  apprehend  even  the  broad  outlines  of  "everything." 

We  have  accepted  the  process  of  proliferating  individual  specialties  —  the  proverbial 
knowing  more-and-more  about  less-and-less  —  as  a  necessary  evil  to  expand  the  collective 
knowledge  of  the  universe.  The  emphasis  has  been  on  the  "necessary."  Now  the  em- 
phasis is  beginning  to  shift  toward  the  "evil."  In  the  practice  of  medicine,  for  instance, 
researchers  burrowing  with  increasing  fascination  into  the  mysteries  of  cytosteroids,  vir- 
ology, and  chemotherapy,  are  beginning  to  discover  that  somewhere  along  the  line  they 
lost  track  of  the  human  being.  To  rediscover  the  human  being,  they  are  faced  with  the 
appalling  task  of  putting  the  specialties  back  together  again  in  some  sort  of  compre- 
hensible shape. 

This  process  of  synthesis,  this  blending  of  competence  with  competence,  ignorance 
with  uneasy  ignorance,  may  be  one  of  the  most  essential  tasks  of  contemporary  thought. 
But  the  process  of  synthesis  demands  mental  characteristics  which  are  difficult  to  find 
these  days,  disreputable  characteristics  which  have  almost  been  bred  out  of  the  inquir- 
ing mind  by  generations  of  specialization. 

Synthesis  goes  beyond  competence.  It  demands  that  a  man  strip  himself  of  the  pomp 
and  circumstance  of  specialization,  barge  into  somebody  else's  field,  and,  if  necessary, 
have  the  wisdom  to  make  a  fool  of  himself.  Synthesis  demands  a  deplorably  unprofes- 
sional buoyancy,  a  renaissance  adventurousness  and  naivete,  the  faith  that  while  a 
hundred  and  seven  hypotheses  have  proved  faulty  the  hundred  and  eighth  may  yet 
ring  with  truth.  Above  all,  synthesis  demands  the  unabashed  "I"  or  personal  experience, 
personal  insight,  and  personal  ignorance. 

In  public  affairs  programming,  we  search  out  and  prize  minds  that  seek  synthesis. 
Some  of  those  minds  have  been  at  work  on  the  theology  programs.  Others  we  hope 
will  be  at  work  on  the  forthcoming  series  on  architecture  and  the  family.  We  trust  our 
listeners  will  be  stimulated  by  the  honesty  and  promise  of  that  disreputable  ignorance 
that  lies  beyond  competence.
